"Every foreign policy must be 


totally debated," he said,

cial obligation to see that this 
occurs."

The Year 1949 Coming to a 
Close: World Still at Peace

Washington, Dec. 
28—(AP) — 


In review of 1949 great emphasis 
is put on this fact: another year 
gone and still peace in the world. 


That's something, although no 


one really expected war this year. 
And. 
so long as 
there's 
peace, 


there's always this hope: 


If, year after year, peace can 


be maintained, maybe, somehow, 
someway, things will straighten 
out and there'll be no war. 


Nevertheless, 1949 was a year 


of manuevermg, of getting ready 
for that time when—or if— the 
showdown conies. 


We Gain, Lose 


In world affairs 
the 
United 


States made some gains, suffered 
some Josses. 


As possessor of the atom bomb, 


the U. S. had a great psychological 
advantage over its potential foe, 
Russia, in the eyes of the world. 


It had lost that advantage by 


Sept. 23, when President Truman 
announced there was evidence of 
an atormc~explosion in Russia. 


And the U. S., heading the drive 


to stop Communism, suffered an- 
other 
blow, 
psychological 
and 


actual, when the Communists took 
over China. 


This means that Communists 


now control most of 
Asia 
and 


eastern Europe, with 731,000,000 
of the world's 2,264,000,000 people 
now living under Communism. 


There's no reason to believe 


that now, having gobbled up most 
of Asia, the Communists won't 
try to grab the rest. 
That try 


may be one of the most critical 
moves of 1950. 
If not in 1950, 


then later. 


On the other hand the U. S. tied j 


itself closer to western Europe by 
signing the Atlantic pact with its 
allies there and promising them 
plenty of arms to stand off a 
Russian attack. 


Both these moves, by solidifying 


the west a little more, strength- 
ened it in its effort to halt Com- 
munism. It meant, really, a U. S. 
promise to go to war if Russia 


j attacked western .Europe. 


And the Marshal! Plan for help- 


ing 
Europe 
economically 
was 


doing some good, for European 
production was rising although 
European trade was still not as 
high as it might be. 


A West Gain 


And the 
west 
gamed 
when 


MarshaU-Tito of Yugoslavia broke 
with Stalin and the Russians. 
It 


was the first break in the hitherto 
solid front of Communism. 


The west has promised to help 


Tito and one of its main hopes 
and policies for the future is to 
encourage other Titos in other 
Communist lands to throw off the 
Russian yoke. 


When 1949 
started 
Germany 


was still split into two sections: 
the eastern part run by the Rus-

sian, the western part 
by 
the 


United States, Britain and France. 


The west was still sending sup- 


plies to its sections of Berlin by 
airhft, 
since 
the 
Russians—in 


whose section of Germany Berlin 
lies—had cut off all land supplies. 


•\irlift Ended 


Finally the west and Russia 


made a deal, the blockade was 
lifted, and the airlift ended. 
But 


this didn't end the struggle for 
Germany between east and west. 


Before the year's end the west 


had set up,a German government 
in the west, and Russians had set 
up another German government 
in the east. 
So the problem of 


Germany was still a total mess. 


Yet, 
both sid"s want a united 


Germany—but for opposite rea- 
sons: the west want a Germany 
that will lean toward the west, the 
Russians want it to lean to Russia, 
That's still unfinished business. 


As for the United Nations: it's 


greatest problem, trying to set up 
atomic control on a world scale, 
came to nothing. 
| 
So the year end^d with the cold 


war still the cold war and the 
west and east still jockeying for 
position just in case, when and 
if.

A new Veterans' Administration on G. I education be- 


low the college level will show plenty of evidence of wide- 
spread abuses by privately operated vocational schools. VA 
officials have been gathering evidence on this subject since 
mid-November, though their detailed report will not be made 
public until submitted to congress on Feb. 1. 


Release of this report is almost certain to bring forth a 


new flood of protests from the schools themselves and their 
G I students. They claim that the VA has no right to de- 
cide" what schools a G. I. attends or what and how many 
courses he takes, provided the costs fall within the dollar 
limits of educational benefits to which they are entitled. 


This fight really goes back three years, when VA offi- 


cials began to protest abuses under the G. I. bill, in Sep- 
tember 1948. VA arbitrarily issued a new set of regulations 
governing educational benefits below the college level. Ball- 
room dancing, bartending and other vocational and recrea- 
tional courses were banned. So were schools started after 
the G I bill was passed, correspondence courses and other 
"fly-by-night" schools. And vets were forbidden to switch 
from one line of instruction to another. 


This order, coming at the start of the school year, was 


of questionable legality. It created an uproar. Protests 
poured in on congress. Senator Taft of Ohio says he alone 


g° The "result was that this order was rescinded and a 
milder substitute issued. It banned the same list of avoca- 
tional "studies" but permitted vets to change courses, if in 
the same field. If in a new field, the student had to pass 
guidance and adaptability tests. 
This is the order under which the system now operates 


under H. V. Stirling, VA assistant administrator for Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation and Education. Trade schools which 
have come under VA scrutiny accuse Stirling of being a high- 
handed dictator, and are after his scalp. 


A bill to take the matter out of VA control and re-regu-
